nary 1- As '° prices, the demand for 
an advance over $3.25 7iiay not be 
strong and may be satisfied by a 
small amount. As to the -vage clause, 
on the other Band, the demand ia 
likely-to bo Insistent. The operators- 
put It that the matter is Jieyond their 
control, as with the Frli* company 
having a much higher sc.ile than .the 
Independents, the operation ot many 
ovens by that Interest woild he prac- 
tically certain to produce unrest, and 
She operators are in no position to 
lodge what the Prick operation will 
be. As to themselves standing any

The pig iron market, has been dull 


as to actual turnover. 
The recent 


decline In the quotation on Valley 
basic iron, from $19 to $18.50, has 
been followed by a corresponding de- 
cline in both Bessemer and foundry, 
this being considered a sort, of sym- 
pathetic action. Prices seem n'ow to 
be thoroughly shaken out and there 
is te.lk of an advance as soon as de- 
mand picks up.

But it is doubtful it 
another father Survived until Ills sou 
•was elevated to the.Presidency.. Wil- 
son's father died long heforo he be- 
came Governor of New ^Jersey. 
The 


fathers of Tatt and Roosevelt died 
while these. men'. yrere' .still -boys. 
McKinley'a mother was presenl at Ws 
Inauguration, but his' father had long 
been dead. Harrison's" father died 
'about-ten years before the son was 
elevated to high 
office, 
and 
the 


clergymen 
who fathered Cleveland^ 


and-Arthur died young. 'G'iirfleld "was 
left, an orphan -when he was a small 
boy, 
and so were Johnson ana1 Lin- 


coln, and Hayes' fatler did not live 
to see his son achieve political'fame. 


No one can tell what 
effect 
the 


necessity of depending on" themselves 
had on the fortunes of these father- 
less men who became President., hut 
it doubtless had some Influence. Jack- 
son, who was left 
fatherless 
and 


motherless In his early youth, was
